ORDINANCE NO. 250 
A N ORDINANCE REGULATING 
STREET WORK BY PRIVATE 
CONTRACT WITHIN THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE, AND FIX¬ 
ING A PENALTY FOR THE VIO¬ 
LATION THEREOF. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. Every person before com¬ 
mencing the construction of any 
sidewalk, curb, gutter, cross-walk, 
or the grading of any street, 
or any other street work 
on any public street, alley or 
place within the City of Sierra Madre, 
except where said work is to be done 
under a public contract for the same, 
shall make application to the Board 
of Trustees of said City for a per¬ 
mit to do such work, and it shall be 
unlawful for any person to do any 
street work without such permit first 
havin' 1 ' been obtained from the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre so to do. The application for 
said permit shall be made on a 
printed form to be supplied by the 
Citv Clerk of the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’ .and it shall specif" the place 
where the improvement is to be made,

andthe sum of $10.00 for the first 100 
lineal feet of gutter, or fraction there¬ 
of, and the sum of $5.00 for each ad¬ 
ditional 100 lineal feet of gutter or 
fraction thereof, specified in such ap¬ 
plication. Such sums so depos¬ 
ited with said City Clerk 
shall, after the permit for such 
work has been granted by the Board 
of Trustees, be turned over to the 
Street Superintendent of said City to 
be applied by him to the payment of 
the services of an Inspector for such 
work at the rate of 60 cents per hour 
for the time actually employed in in¬ 
specting the same; provided that the 
Street Superintendent of said City 
may do such work of inspection, in 
which event payment for such in¬ 
spection at the rate of 60 cents per 
hour shall be made, and the amount 
collected for same shall be paid in to 
the General Fund of said City and 
the Street Department credited there¬ 
with; and also to the payment of 
costs of removing all waste or sur¬ 
plus materials left after the work 
has been done, and the costs of re¬ 
pairing all damage caused thereby to 
the street or sidewalk, provided the 
Contractor fails to remove such waste 
ar surplus material; and the Street 
Superintendent shall refund to the 
person to whom such permit was 
issued any balance of the aforesaid 
deposit remaining in his hands after 
deducting the fees of the Inspector 
and the costs above specified. 

No engineer other than the City 
Engineer shall be permitted to set 
stakes or give the lines and grades 
for said improvements. 

No permit shall be issued under 
this Ordinance for any work on any 
street when such work is about to 
be done thereon under the Vrooman 
Act or bv public contract. 

It shall be the duty of the City 
Engineer upon the payment to him 
of said fees, as aforesaid, and upon 
permission for said work being 
granted b- the Board of Trustees to 
give the lines and grades for the per¬ 
formance of such work, and to in¬ 
spect the same and, if found to be 
on line and grade, to issue a certifi¬ 
cate in duplicate of acceptance of the 
same as to line and grade, and give 
one of such certificates to the holder 
of said permit and file one with the 
Street Superintendfent. 

If application be made for a per¬ 
mit for grading or any street work 
other than for the construction of a 
cement sidewalk or cement curb, or 
cement gutter, the applicant shall, if 
such application be granted, before 
commencing work thereunder, deposit 


ment,. the time within which 
work shall be commenced and when 
the same shall be completed and fin¬ 
ished, and shall contain a statement 
that said permit is asked for and that 
said work therein described will be 
done subject to the terms and pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance.

If the work does not, in the judg¬ 
ment of the Street Superintendent, 
comply with the specifications there¬ 
for and with the terms of this Ordi¬ 
nance, the Street Superintendent shall 
notify '■he person to whom the per¬ 
mit was granted of the defect of fail¬ 
ure of performance of said work and 
shall require such person within five 
days of the service of such notice to 
proceed to remedy such defect. Such 
notice shall be written or printed and 
shall be served personally or by leav¬ 
ing it at the residence or place of 
business of such person, or if such 
person cannot be found, and such 
place of business or place of residence 
is unknown or is outside of the City, 
said notice may be served by deposit¬ 
ing it in the Post Office, postage pre¬ 
paid, addressed to the person holding 
such permit at such place of business 
or residence, if known, or if unknown, 
in the City of Sierra Madre. 

If such notice is not complied with, 
the Street Superintendent shall there- 
I upon report such non-compliance to 
the Board' of Trustees of said City 
and thereafter said Board shall not 
grant any permit to such person to 
do street work by private contract 
within the City of Sierra Madre until 
he has made full compliance with the 
terms- of said notice. And if such 
failure or defect in performance re¬ 
lates to the construction of cement 
walks or cement curbs the Board of 
Trustees may order the same taken 
up and removed from the street at 
the exnense of the holder of such per¬ 
mit, which expense all applicants by 
making application hereunder hereby 
agree to pay.

All were addressed 
“City,” but friend husband dropped 
them in a letter box in Pasadena. 
Some intelligent clerk in the Pasa¬ 
dena ”ost office found sufficient evi¬ 
dence on which to redirect them to 
Sierra Madre. But it taking a long 
chance to depend on “City” or “Town.”

This wire arrangement is very im¬ 
portant for there were not less than 
23 special wire services out of the 
Tournament Park press box for the 
Califomia-Ohio game of January 1 
and almost as many for the Harvard- 
Oregon game of January 1, 1920. 

Architect Myron Hunt has spent 
months of study on this stadium sub¬ 
ject. embracing a survey of all the 
stadia of ancient Rome, as well as 
those already built in the United 
States. 

It is estimated that the new struc¬ 
ture, breaking ground for which is 
soon contemplated, will be completed 
in ample time for the east and west 
football game under Tournament of 
Roses auspices on January 1, 1922. 

J. J. Mitchell is chairman of the 
committee in charge of the promotion 
of the stadium with A. J. Bertonneau 
as manager for the project, while 
George H. Frost is chairman of the 
stadium construction committee for 
■••he Tournament of Roses. 


dated as well as the two 220 -yard 
tracks. About the whole will be a 
substantial wall. 

Entrance into the stadium will 
be by means of 22 tunnels and four 
main portals— a portal opposite each 
comer of the playing field where the 
least desirable seats are located. 
There will also be ramps over the 
top and staircases for those who are 
in the upper rows. It is estimated 
may be cleared of a maximum crowd 
in four minutes as against five min¬ 
utes it takes to clear the famous Yale 
Bowl.. 

Boxes will front the seats, there 
being enough of these highly desir¬ 
able boxes to seat 2,500 persons. 
Special arrangements will be made to. 
accommodate the newspaper workers 
in a special section than which there 
will be no more desirable part of the 
stands. Cables for the newspaper 
wires* will be permanently installed so 
that they may be put into service on 
a very short notice.

The playing field, which will also 
contain a 440-yard track and 'two 220- 
yard straightaways, will be excavated 
from the bed of the valley. At the 
north end this excavation willbeabout 
30 feet and at the south end only 
about 10 feet, the slope of the bed 
of the Arroyo being such as to re¬ 
quire different degrees in digging. 

To Cover 14 Acres 
The dirt excavated will be piled at 
the side and upon this bank and the 
bank of the excavation the stadium 
will rest, all save the higher portions 
which will be of re-inforced concrete 
and will hold the training quarters, 
offices and other necessary apartments 
for handling all sorts of atheletic 
meets, ^aveants and so forth. 

The stadium itself will cover 14 
acres. About it will be some 16 
acres enclosed by an elipse boulevard, 
the space between the highway and 
the stadium being the most choice 


space for parking autos. North of the 
stadium will be some 300 level acres 
where additional cars may be parked. 
In fact there is sufficient parking 
room near the stadium to handle over 
20,000 automobiles. 

Electric car transportation will be 
done by a one-track loop leading into 
a passenger car yard of many tracks. 
This electric car parking yard will be 
on the east of the stadium and close 
to it and so arranged that during the 
time the crowds* are coming by street 
car they can stream through to the 
stadium over a width of 300 feet 
with no traffic crossings at ail to en¬ 
danger life or limb- 

The stadium is to be an elipse 
horseshoe with the open end toward 
the south, thus permitting the up¬ 
stream wind to cool the stadium on 
the warmest days. Through the 
open end of the structure the field 
will be extended so that the full 
440-yard track may be accommo-
